finance committee and passed without 
a dissenting vote. There ivere numei- 
ous amendments to the bill, however, 
BO that It bears a very disabled, re- 
semblance to the measure 
which 


caused so much worry aad fiurry is 
the house about 10 days aso. Elgin 
hundred thousand dollars was strick- 
en from the bill and $100.000 added to 
it, leaving the bill more than $500,000 
shorter than when originally intro- 
duced.

The 
Earhart vehicle tax bill for municipal- 
ities was defeated, and the Jones bill 
removing the necessity for railroads 
to maintain electric arc Sights at street 
crossings was passed. The senate also 
passed th« Riggin bill, which provides 
that consent to a franchise can not 
be- withdrawn after the franchise ordi- 
nance, has had its first reading in the 
council of any municipality. 


Senator 
Patterson 
introduced his 


new board of elections ripper. It dif- 
fers from the original one in that it 
applies only to Cleveland, Cincinnati, 
Columbus, Toledo and Dayton. 


'i'he senate reconsidered tho vote by 


•which two bills bad bee-n defeated aad 
then passed them both. One was Mr. 
Brannock's house 
bill allowing 
the 


state fir* marshal an additional dep- 
uty at a salary of $1,500 a year, and 
giving the marshal and his deputies 
inauisitorial powers. 
The other bin 


reconsidered by the senate and mads 
a law was th« house bill providing for 
the appointment by the governor of a 
state board of eiaminers for horse- 
shoers. 


The senate also passed Mr. Harri- 


son's bill authorizing public libraries 
to extend their privileges to all the 
residents of a county, the expense to 
be borne by the counties. 


In the House. 


The lobby which gathered to wit- 


ness the scenes attending the defeat 
or passage of the Painter canal bill 
was again disappointed-, for the, bill 
was again held down. Its defeat now 
Is practically assured, for it was again 
the friends of the bill who prevented 
the jseasure from coming up for con- 
sideration. 
This Is regarded as an 


admission that there are not enough 
votes to secure passage of the bill. 


One Of th« first important senate 


meanures to come up was one by Sen- 
ator Hurst. It was a municipal own- 
ership bill, but riot in line, with the 
ideas of those members.of th^ house 
who favor municipal ownership. The 
bill provides thkt.when *.inunicipftHtr 
dc*lr*B to operate its own electric 
light or g«s plant* it must .purchase 
any plmU • already. In. existence. .It 


that i'fUi* 


ity and the owners of it« plant couid 
not agree upon a price,, this matter 
was to be settled by 0» probate court. 
It was th*ugkt to be a, good measure 
for killing purposes, and the legisla- 
tive ax was brought 4own with a vim. 


The house passed th* Chamberlain 


bill, which prorides that electric rail- 
ways, not competing UB«S, and operat- 
ing from the earn* power house, may 
consolidate. Tae bill '!was framed to 
meet a particular case and passed 
without opposition. 


The house refused td concur in the 


passage of the Roysr bill, which 
-Bought to enable pl&tntiffs to appeal 
cases to the cuprwn* -fcourt without 
'regard to the amount involved. At 
present tne law requires that such ap- 
peals must involve J303 wr ser*. 


When the message came from the 


Senate that the Painter bill to increase 
the State university 
levy had been 


•amended, the house balked. The orig- 
inal bill, enacted by the house, pro- 
vides for a levy of .20 of a mill for the 
university for all time to come, but 
the senate amended tie bill to limit 
the levy to two years. The bouse re- 
fused to concur In •&&-amend meat.

There is an abundance of water and 


good water at that 'n Piqua, but the 
ques-.;oa which is bothering the peo- 
ple -anti hns created ;>. division in. the 
city council is the best method to be 
adopted to get at it. The water now 
used comes from the i-anal and no one 
thinks cf drinking it. the city relying 
in that respect, on a plentiful supply 
of wells. When there is plenty ot 
water:in the cans! there is plenty Tor 
the city mains, but this condition, can- 
not "always be depended upon and for 
that reason Piqua is poorly protected 
against fires. 


As one member of the visiting party 


explain**!, the water is forced into 
the mains by two antiquated turbines, 
but it requires 27 gallons of water to 
operate the turbine vhe*»l.-> and get 
one gallon of water for use. But to
